44 Dust and dirt accumulate in and under the carpets and around the borders, and is only partially removed 
by the ordinary sweeping of the surface, most of the dust and fluff raised by the ordinary sweeping, settling dowu 
again on the carpet and upon every article of furniture or oruament in the room, and requiring constant labor to 
remove it. 44 A room thus closely fitted with carjiet, which is a mere dust container, cannot be otherwise than 
unhealthy.”

44 Hugs, square carpets 
and matting answer the purposes of comfort and decoration, and possess the advantage of being removed without 
labor and of allowing the floor to be frequently cleansed. It is therefore important that the floors of a house should 
be laid in a very careful manner.” “ Hard-wood Parquetry makes an impervious, durable, and beautiful 
flooring.”

This plate represents, laid down 
and finished upon a floor, our thin 
Parquet border No. 144, edged with 
4 in. No. 126^2 on either side of it, 
and a No. 81 field, with the ends 
of the ordinary floor boards upon 
which it is laid showing beneath. 
Also a wainscoting upon the wall 
composed of No. 215 Parquet, with 
No. 220 border and mouldings form¬ 
ing an ornamental cap, and a beau¬ 
tiful wall covering above it com¬ 
posed of No. 20, Holly tie, which 
would also be placed upon the 
ceiling, without the Holly, with a 
flat Sycamore moulding interposed 
at the angle of the wall. The vari¬ 
ety of goods we make for this style 
of Permanent wall treatment is 
very great, but we are not confined 
to those only as w r e are prepared to 
make at short notice any, practi¬ 
cable, original or copied designs, 
our customers may prefer.

COVERINGS FOR WALLS AND CEILINGS. 


This matter w'e desire to emphasize very much more than our enlarged heading indicates. We have said but little 
in former catalogues about this branch of our work as we had not so fully tested the merits of our goods in this direction 
as for floors. But now r , permit us to refer you again to Plate No. 221, page 4, in order to say to you, no not overlook the 
revelation of this most interesting fact, that you can procure walls that are imperishable, of all grades, from a 
plain, neat, cheap stvle to that of the most exquisite beauty and elegance of very much greater cost. 

No more cracking, crumbling MUD; no more fading, filthy, perishable P aPEK ; lincrusta and paint ; 
need now he forced upon any housekeeper’s walls, filling her house with poisonous and disgusting odors. We engage to 
abate this line of health-destroying nuisances with as great certainty, and good results, as we have for many years the 
old fashioned, disease retaining, carpet system. Furthermore, you can help us, if you will kindly call and see our work, 
giv e us an idea of w’hat you would like and permit us to estimate for you. Persons so far removed from any centre where 
* thev may see samples of these goods, who will kindly forward to us, tolerably accurate, measurements of any surfaces 
they would like estimated, with the Nos. of Parquets they prefer, we will promptly forward them the figures with such 
other informotion as we may think would interest them. 

DIRECTIONS FOR LAYING PARQUET FLOORS AND WOOD CARPET. 

The tools required are a fine back saw, smoothing plane, square and bevel, chisels, compass, scraper, medium ham¬ 
mer, nail punch, chalk line, and a straight edge 4 ft. 6 in. x 2 in. x 1 in. Use the straight edge to mark out cuts and to lay 
goods over when sawing them out, etc. Before beginning to lay a fioor first ascertain if there is any serious difference iu 
measurements between the drawing furnished and the space to be covered. Also see that the floor is level, well nailed 
and thoroughly seasoned and drv. Ascertain where and how much the room is out of square, if any. When ready repro¬ 
duce your plan on the floor, with chalk line and pencil. Lay first, the border against the wall, a, a, see diagram. Keep 
tee inside lines of borders straight, and at right angles, and scribe in filling back of border, to walls, if necessary. Next 
cut down any other lines of bordeas, as at c. c. or d. d.: nail the border at walls, thoroughly; leave c. c. line slightly nailed, 
cut in the miter ribbons 1.1. and nail down, set any ornamental corners before laying border. Smooth and squaretrp 
edges of all goods before laying, cutting the under edge slightly back. Lay any ribbon strips around hearth, at cutting 
the under edge slightly back. Las any ribbon strips, around hearth, at window and door recesses, or other projections, 
and nail down. Now begin with the outer breadth, e. Scribe dowu, full, force down, very tight, ahd force up inner line 
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of border with chisel and nail. Proceed with 
each succeeding breadth in like manner. Fill 
all recess and onsets with waste cuttings as far 
as possible to preserve suitable figure. Nail all 
down with best 1 inch No. 15 barbed wire 
brads, or with good stout 1 inch finishing nails. 
Put one nail to every 8 inches of each slat; or 
if a Parquet one nail to every 2% ins.Tsquare ; 
placing them to best advantage. When all are 
thouroughly nailed, punch down nails one- 
twelfth of an inch below' the surface, and thor¬ 
oughly scrape and smooth off, sandpaper w ith 
No. 1>3 paper, brush off perfectly clean and lay 
on with a brush one good coat of best white 
shellac, ninety-five proof, four pounds to the 
gallon. After the shellac has dried about one 
hour, putty up all nail holes or other slight 
openings, w ith putty colored to exactly match 
the woods. When well puttied up sandpaper 
all off smoothly and put on the second coat of 
shellac; brush it on quickly and smoothly; 
after two hours, or less, a third coat can be put 
on if desired, first sandpapering again 
Pull detail directions, with plans for laying,' 
are sent vrith all orders, when shipped if 
desired. 



BUTCHERS BOSTOIT POLISH. 

Or Hard Wax Finish For Floors. 



WAX POLISHING BRUSH. 


A waxed surface has always been considered about perfeetioM 
for floors, when the wax was properly prepared and applied and 
brought to a high polish with such a brush as we herewith illus¬ 
trate. Until the “Boston Polish” w'as prepared, and put on the 
market, every party needing such an article was under the neces¬ 
sity of either using the crude native beeswax, or getting the assist¬ 
ance of an expert in order to compound a more suitable prepara¬ 
tion for their purpose. 

The result has been that owing to the inconvenience, and, in 
some ciises, impossibility of getting a wax mixture that would 
harden, the crude article has been used, and has not been satis¬ 
factory. 


DIRECTIONS FOR POLISHING FLOORS WITH THE BOSTON POLISH OR HARD WAX 

FINISH. 

When new floors are being laid which it is desirable to finish with “ Boston Polish,” the same course should be 
taken as is set fourth in our “ Directions for Laying,” up to the point at which the floor is ready for the second coat 
of shellac, allowing the first coat of shellac, which should be a heavy one, and alter which the floor is puttied up 
thoroughly and then sandpapered, to act as the filler; or in case any other good hard wood filler is to be used, it 
must be put on and nibbed off before the putty is used, then puttied and allowed to stand at least twenty-four 
homs, when it can be sandpapered and wiped off with a dry cloth ready for the wax. When the filler is dry and 
hard, put on a cout of the polish with a rag, or stiff brush; rub it on smooth and even, not too much, and leave 
it to dry at least half an hour and not much longer. Then take a polishing brush, such as we illustrate, and 
thoroughly brush the entire floor, across the grain first, if practicable, and then with it until the desired polish 
is obtained. Then place a dry soft cloth, a piece of felt or carpet, under the brush, and give the floor the finishing 
gloss. The polish will feel hard at first touch, when the can is opened, but with pressure it becomes quite soft 
and pliable, and is easily worked. 

In order to renew the gloss when worn dull, brush the floor over with the polishing brush, with the cloth under 
it. When necessary, rub on more wax polish, and brush it to a glass as befere. 

The “Boston Polish ” is put up in 4-pound Cans. Price per pound, 75 cts.; per can of 4 pounds, $3 00 Pol¬ 
ishing Brushes, like plate, each §5.00. 

N. B.—Do not use the “ Boston Polish ” on floor* that have been oiled until they are thoroughly dry or they will 
become-stickr. ‘
